The proper title o c the Bill to repeal 
the Independence of Parliament Act, 
which passed the House on Saturday 
and was assented to by the Governor 
yesterday, should be "A Bill to Better 
Promote tho Sale of the Interests of 
British Columbia. " Under its provi- 
sions there is now absolutely no check 
on inombers of tho House or the Ex- 
ecutive. They may he salaried officers, 
or pensioners o£ tho Dominion and 
fitill govern the country and sit 
in tho House and vote upon ques- 
tions which vitally affect tho relations 
of the Province with the Dominion. 
An executive officer, pledged to battle 
for the rights of the Province against 
all who may seek to invade them, may 
at the samo time he under deep pecu- 
niary obligations to the Dominion. He 
may hold "two— aye, half-a-dozen posi- 
tions at once, all of whom by the very 
nature of the employment, will be an- 
tagonistic tohisholdingaseatin the local 
House or in the local Government. No 
man can servo God and Mammon suc- 
cessfully, as tho authors and promoters 
of the hand-to-mouth legislation of 
which we complain will find out to 
their cost. It may be true that the 
present Dominion Government would 
not stoop to corrupt an attorney -general 
or a member of the House. But what 
security have we that the existing Gov- 
ernment will always remain in power? 
"Who can say how soon they may bo 
succeeded by a ministry that would not 
scruple to use any disgraceful means in 
their power to set aside the legislation of

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, April 17. — Counsel 
for Kearney announce that they will 
apply to the Supremo Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus as the only resort 
left thorn. The Supreme Court is now 
sitting at Los Angelus, and some time 
will necessarily elapse before any 
action can bo taken. The superior 
Court has ordered a remittituro forth- 
with which will land Kearney in the 
house of correction directly. Ho was 
not present when the judgment of the 
Court was rendered, and it is rumored 
that anticipating the decision and pend 
ing the application for habeas corpus, 
ho has absented himself from the city. 
Kearney's brother this evening reports 
that tho agitator has left the city only 
temporarily and will be produced when 
a demand is made for him, which will 
probably bo on Monday. 

San Fbancisoo, April 18. — The 
steamship City of Peking arrived this 
evening from Hongkong and Yoko- 
hama Hying a yellow flag and was at 
once ordered to quarantine. A case 
of small-pox occurred on the passage, 
though none now exists on board.

"Mo&om Spiritualism." 

This was tho subject of an able and in- 
structive lecture delivered by Rev. Mr. .). 
Reid at the Presbyterian Church, Pandora 
street, on Sunday evening. 

The reverend gentleman took: as Iub 
text 1st John, c. I, v. 1, " Beloved, believe 
not every spirit, but try the spirits, whe- 
ther they avo of God, because many false 
prophets havo gone out into the world." 
The reverend gentleman commenced by 
stating that theology wart as much a scienco 
as geology or astronomy, alike yielding 
testimony to the divine majesty of lovo of 
God. Though human interpretation is 
often faulty, and while admitting many 
surprising things in spiritualism they 
offered no. grounds on which to base a re- 
ligion different to Christianity. The rev. 
lecturer at considerable length proceeded 
to review the different views held by- 
many so-called spirit ualists of the present 
day, those views receiving much of their 
coloring from the moral standing of tho 
writers and mediums — good men receiving 
good communications and impure receiv- 
ing evil. Ue instanced tho case of a friend 
of thirty years' standing, a good man, who 
is now a believer in the science of this 
mysterious force, and is the author of a 
rocent work on tho same, from which tho 
lecturer proceeded to read numerous ex- 
tracts. In the book the spirit is asked, 
Is it right to pray to Jesus Christ f The 
spirit answers that it is not only right but 
a duty; and in another part the spirit an- 
swers a question in tho words which tho 
lecturer had heard from the author's own 
lips nearly thirty years before. Tho rev. 
gentleman warned his hearers against 
using forces of nature bestowed by God 
for other purposes than those intended by 
tho Creator; they would inevitably suffer 
in body and mind if they did. Tho loc- 
turer closed with an earnesfappeal to lay 
hold of a religion that was sure — the reli- 
gion of Jesus Christ.

Mr. Ash rose to a question of privilege.

Mr. Drummond asked if it is the inten- 
tion of tho Government to appoint a com- 
petent person to inform and direct the em- 
igrants and miners coining to our shores, 
especially with regard to the Skaget mines 
by the way of Hope, inasmuch us many 
persons are influenced to travel by Seattle 
W. T. , which is not to the benefit of our 
country, and tho influx of population and 
travel through our territory should be ad- 
vanced in some manner i 

The attorney-general said the Govern- 
ment give the question its consideration 
before the estimates were introduced. 

THE QBAVINO DOCK. 

Mr. Helgesen asked tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works when will tho 
Government bo able to commence con- 
struction of tho graving dork at Esqui- 
mau ? 

Hon Mr. Walkem said tho work would 
bo proceeded with immediately the sanc- 
tion of the Imperial Government to tho 
terms connected witli tho award of the 
contract was received either by cablegram 
or otherwise. He would stato that im- 
mediately the graving dock bill had been 
passed he had telegraphed the fact to the 
premier of the Ottawa Government at tho 
same time asking him to inform the Iui- 
perial Government and obtain its consent 
as soon as possible. 

CASSIAR TRAIL TOLLS. 

Mr. Gallagher asked tho Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works is it tho in-

-Governor's speech referring to 
the question of supply to Her Majesty 
and moved that tho House go into Com- 
mittee of Ways and Moans on Thursday. 
Carried. 

FRAUDULENT PREFERENCE OF CP.KDITORS 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of an Act respecting the fraudu- 
lent preference of creditors by persons 
in insolvent circumstances. He explain- 
ed that the bill was similar to that on tho 
Ontario statute book and was necessary to 
prevent an insolvent from shielding a 
friend who might be a creditor to the de- 
troment of other creditors. He then pro- 
ceeded to explain that, although objec- 
tion might be taken to the term insol- 
vent, that word really meant when a per- 
son who had not sufficient means to pay his 
debts. He intended to introduce a second 
act which would prevent even an execu- 
tion creditor from taking too swift a re- 
medy. 

Tho motion was carried, the bill com- 
mitted with Mr. Williams in tho Chair 
and reported complete without amend- 
ments. 

PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Drummond said that he desired to 
rise to a question of privilege. It had 
come to his notice that there were 
only four members on tho Public 
Parks Committee and that tho member 
for Now Westminster ami the member for 
Kootenay were amongst that number. 
Now these two gentlemen had no exper- 
ience in the question, knew nothing what- 
ever about parks. Ho on the other hand 
was a man of great experience on the sub- 
ject and he insisted that as a man of ex- 
perience ho should bo placed on tho com- 
mitteo. Tho rule as to tho number of 
members on the committee had not been 
carried out. Ho asked that it consist of 
five. 

Mr. Wilson — Tho gentleman is labor- 
ing under a mistake. No such committee 
exists at all. Because the gentleman saw 
four members riding round Beacon Hill 
in a carriage he thinks they formed a pub- 
lic parks committee. 

Mr. Drummond — The lion, member, 
who is my colleague, is fond of getting oil' 
his witticisms, but m this instance ho has 
not got off anything. Ho has not touch- 
ed the point at all. I want to know what 
tho member from the city of stumps or 
the member from Kootenay knows //about 
parks, and I say further that tlfaf com- 
mittee ought to consist of five. // 

Mr. Speaker— No such commi/jtee ex- 
ists at all. (Laughter.) 



Mr. Drummond — Well, I don't care. 
Another man ought to be on it. (Renew- 
ed laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — No committeo has 
ever beon appointed. Tho lion, gontle- 
man i3 mistaken. 

Mr. Speaker — Perhaps ho will make 
the usual motion fen- a committeo if he 
wants ono. 

Mr. Drummond — Yes, I'll make tho 
motion. Rule 70 has not been carried 
out. I want five members on tho com- 
mitteo instead of four. (More laughter.) 

Mr. Speaker — No committeo yet exists. 
Give notice to havo one appointed. 

Mr. Drummond — Yes, I will introduco 

it, 

Tho matter then dropped and tho 
Houso took a brief recess, on tho expira- 
tion of which his Excellency tho Lieut. - 
Governor, accompanied by his private 
socrotary, Capt. Tatlow, camo down to 
tho Houso and was pleased to give his 
assent to tho following measures: 

An Act respecting the Lieut. -Governor 
and his Doputies. 

An Act respocting the construction of 
tho Graving Dock. 

An Act to amend the "Registration of 
Births, Deaths and Marriages Act, 1872." 

An Act respecting tho registration of 
certain Bilb of Sale. 

An Act respecting the Executive of 
British Columbia. 

An Act respecting tho Protection of 
Game. 

An Act to amend the "Fence Act, 
1S79." 

An Act respecting the Independence of 
Parliament. 

His Excellency then retired and the 
Houso adjourned until 2 p. m. on Tues- 
day.

Municipal Polico Court. 

[Before Hon. A. F. Pemherton.) 

Monday, April 19. 

Mrs. Ferguson, charged with vagrancy. 

Officer Kirkup deposed that he saw the 
defendant on the streets at about 2 o'clock 
on Sunday morning. She was drunk and 
talking to several men. Ho told her to 
go home, but she refused and he sub- 
sequently met her in another part of tho 
city. She was an occupant of a houso of 
ill-fame and was very abusive to him 
when ho ordered her off tho streets. 

Tho superintendent of polico staled 
that defendant had been a nuisance over 
since she had been in tho city and was of 
bad repute whilst living at Pugct Sound. 
Sho was well known to he a common pros- 
titute. 

His Honor told the defendant that sho 
was liablo to :• fine of §50 or six months' 
hard labor, but as this was tho first time 
she had been before tho Court ho would 
lino her only $10; in default of payment 
a month's imprisonment with hard labor 
within tho precincts of the jaol. 

Joseph Portnian, charged with unlaw- 
fully allowing a lire to be burning out of 
doors after sunset on Saturday last on a 
vacant lot within the city limits con- 
trary to a by-law passed in 1802. 

Officer Dale deposed that tho fire had 
been burning for some time previous to 
the evening in question. Ho saw the de- 
fendant in charge of tho fire and was in- 
formed that it was for tho purposo of 
heating brides for the use of a sick room 
at the Driard Houso whero one of Mr. 
Ontlerdonk's children was lying very ill. 
The defendant said the chief engineer 
of the fire department had told him to 
put the lire out, but he (the defendant) 
had declined to do so until ordered by 
his employer. 

In reply to His Honor tho witness 
stated that he hail passod the fire soveral 
times and had always noticed that tho 
defendant or his assistant was watching it. 

His Honor asked if any one appeared 
on behalf of the fire department. 

Chief Engineer Phillips, who was pre- 
sent, said he didnotin this instance wish to 
press tho charge owing tu tho peculiar 
circumstances leading to the lighting of 
the lire, lint he luul only done his duty 
in tho matter and lie hoped others would 
take notice of the fact that a by-law ex- 
isted prohibiting the lighting of a fire out 
of doors after sunset without permission. 

His Honor said he thought tho chief 
engineer bad acted very properly, but was 
glad that he did not intend to press tho 
charge as tho circumstances surrounding 
the caso would not permit of tho imposi- 
tion of a penalty. 

The chief engineer said he did not ask 
for ono. 

His Honor remarked that ho had re- 
ceived a letter from Dr. Powell stating 
that it was necessary in order to save the 
child's life that steam should bo contin- 
uously generated from the hot bricks. 
His Honor took this opportunity of con- 
gratulating the chief engineer on his ex- 
treme attention to his duties and was 
glad to bo able to observe that on several 
previous occasions ho had noticed his 
efforts to carry out the municipal by-laws 
relative to the department. 

Noah Shakespeare, summoned by Sing 
Kee, a Chinaman, for having obtained 
from him tho sum of §3.50 by unlawful 
distress. 

On application the hearing of tho caso 
was adjourned till Thursday next. 

Tho summons in tho case of Alphonso 
Verdier, charged with assaulting his wife, 
was dismissed owing to tho improper scr- 
vico of the summons.

Frauaulont Proferjnco of Creditors. 



The following bill passed tho committee 
of tho wholo House yesterday. It vitally 
affects tho business community, and we 
hope the Government will show as great 
an alacrity in having it assented to as 
they did when the Independence of Par- 
liament Bill had passed through the cru- 
cible: 

1. In case any person being at the time 
in insolvent circumstances, or unable t< 
pay his debts in full, or knowing himself 
t* bo on tho ovo of insolvency, volun- 
tarily or by collusion with a creditor or 
creditors, gives a confession of judgment, 
cognovit actionem, or warrant of attor- 
ney, to confess judgment with intent, in 
giving such confession, cognovit actionem, 
or warrant of attorney, to confess judg- 
ment, to defeat or delay his creditors 
wholly or in part, or with intent thereby 
to givo one or more of tho creditors of any 
such person a preference over his other 
creditors, or over any one or more of such 
creditors, every such confession, cognovit 
actionem, or warrant of Attorney, to con- 
fess judgment, shall be deemed and taken 
to be null and void as against the credi- 
tors of the party giving the same, and 
shall bo invalid and ineffectual to support 
any judgment or writ of execution. 

2. In case any person, being at the 
time in insolvent circumstances or unable 
to pay his debts in full, or knowing him- 
self to be on the ovo of insolvency, makes 
or causes to be mado any gift, convey- 
ance, assignment, or transfer of any of 
his goods, chattels, or effects, or delivers 
or makes over, or causes to be delivered 
or made over, any bills, bonds, notes or 
other securities or property, with intent 
to defeat or delay tho creditors of such 
person, or with intent to givo one or 
more of tho creditors of such person a 
preference over his other creditors, or 
ovor any ono or more of such creditors, 
every such gift, conveyance, assignment, 
transfer, or delivery shall be null and 
void as against tile creditors of such per- 
son, but nothing herein contained shall 
invalidate or make void any deed of as- 
signment made and executed by any 
debtor for tho purposo of paying and 
satisfying ratoablo and proportionately, 
and without proferonco or priority, all 
tho creditors of such debtor their just 
debts; and nothing herein contained shall 
invalidate or make void any bona lido 
salo of goods in tho ordinary course of 
trade or calling to innocent purchasers.

TJp-Rivor Oorrospondonco. 

Yale, B.C., April 15. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir — The Gem, Capt. Odin, made the 
first trip of the season, and was soon 
followed by the Gertrude, Capt. Moore, 
and the regular river boat Reliance, 
Capt. Insley. The latter boat had to 
be repaired after being rescued from 
her ice jam of last fall, and was some- 
what delayed in starting this spring. 
The close of last week found the river 
at very lowest water mark and it be- 
ing doubtful navigation past Murder- 
er's bar it was concluded to have the 
Gem, the boat drawing least water, run 
from that point to Yale. 

Tho writer arranged with Capt. 
Odin to take a printing office, etc., 
from New Westminster to Yale. 
Accordingly all was placed on board. 
Thursday evening and next morning at 
4A o'clock wo were steaming up tho 
Fraser. The morning was somewhat 
chill, but after sunrise the air moderat- 
ed and a pleasant day was fairly usher- 
ed in. The river was anything but 
clear, but hardly, as yet, up to the 
turbid waters of the "Big Muddy"' 
(tho Missouri), and as we loft the Royal 
City in the distance wo could not fail 
to admire the placid water of tho noble 
Fraser and feast our eyes upon the 
grandeur of the scenery upon either 
hand as our little Gem wound her way 
around the numerous bends in our 
course. Near tho river edge the Hats 
indicate that time lias made new ad- 
ditions to the land stretches, while in 
the distance are visible the old land- 
marks of other days. Certainly the 
mountainous scenes arc attractive and 
could hardly fail to please the most 
fastidious lover of nature in her wildest 
display of rugged rocks. 

Having past numerous ranches and 
settlements, touching only at River 
side, where the dyking work is pro- 
gressing, we reached Chilliwhack, 10 
miles, and discharged part of our 
freigiit. We reached Murderer's bar 
about 5 p.m., where the boat was tied 
up for the night at Hunter's landing. 
This is a wooding post, where a couple 
of whitemen, a dozen Indians and a 
sprinkling of Chinese constitute the 
population, occupying their time in 
cutting wood, mining, fishing and 
gossiping — the latter a matter of course. 

Two hours after tying up tho Reli- 
ance arrived, and also laid up for the 
night. While at this point it may not 
be amiss to account for the ugly name 
the place bears. In the days of Eraser 
river mining excitement, 185S, a num- 
ber of whitemen and Indians were 
traveling along the river. A white- 
man's canoe laid alongside of an In- 
dian's and while the former was 
stepping into his own canoe he placed 
his foot upon the bow of the Indians, 
which caused it to break. The Indian 
demanded pay. Not receiving satisfac- 
tion he seized upon a shovel lying in 
the bow of the American's canoe, 
when in an instant a revolver shot the 
native. The whiteman dropped down 
the river, and pretty soon other white- 
men in canoes were on their way up 
stream. The son of the murdered In- 
dian, no doubt thinking he was shoot- 
ing the murderer of his father, dropped 



the first man he saw. Tims did an 
innocent man suffer for tho unjustifiable 
act of another whiteman, while the 
guilty escaped. 

During the winter three small islands 
have been thrown up at this point, 
caused by the ice-jam, and the ripples 
aro said to be more difficult to cross at 
low water than formerly. This being 
the head of navigation for the Reli- 
ance at the present low stage of water 
the freight was transhipped to tho 
Gem, while part of tho passengers ac- 
companied Mr. McLellan with the 
mail in canoes. 

Tho writer learning that the water 
was shallow in places a little further 
up proposed to the "Teddy Smith Min- 
ing Company" (consisting of T. Smith, 
Chas. Bach, Jef. Whitloek and Geo. 
Budd), and a few others, to somewhat 
lighten the boat by walking to Hope, 
four miles. The snow in places was 
soft ami frequently we sank to our 
middle in crossing streams where 
bridges are down. Wet feet and weary 
limbs followed. However, wo all got 
through safe an hour ahead of the Gem. 
At that place quite a number of min- 
ers left us for the Skaget, including 
our genial friends of tho comnany 
named, and we heartly wish their 
spirits may be as buoyant a month 
hence as they were when we parted 
with a mutual good bye. Hope of it- 
self has a history, which space at pres- 
ent will not permit to ho. published. 

Having taken Mr. McLellan with 
tho passengers of the Reliance, about a 
score in all, including a few ladies and 
the veritable baby, go whero you will, 
those who wero not posted in tho river 
looked gay and happy, while the know- 
ing ones had an expression of anxiety 
that at times cast a shadow on observ- 
ers. A couple of miles brought us to 
Union Bar, (near the Murphy Silver- 
mine ranch) and notwithstanding 

The water scarcely seemed to stray, 
Yet it glided liko happiness away, 

And it was soon apparent the boat had 
not sufficient power to stem the current. 
We had to fall back and put out a line. 
Soon Messrs. McLellan, Bristol and 
others wero upon the shore tugging 
away at the boat with a two-hundred 
feet rope, while poles on board were 
doing good service. This aided the 
steamer to cross tho ripple. Once 
more on board all went well until at 
Emory Bar, where the ripple again 
caused the engineer to crowd on all 
steam, and we past the difficulty. Let 
mo say here that while the quantity of 
snow at Emory prevented our seeing 
all we could have wished, yet it is evi- 
dent nature has provided for an inland 
city that some day will surprise tour- 
ists, at least to this part of British 
Columbia. Another week tho snow 
will have disappeared and we propose 
visiting "the seat of future empire," 
where our impression will be given. 

Hill's Bar is about two miles below 
Yale, and here our efforts were in vain 
to steam up the riffle, A landing was 
made and the rope once tnoro brought 
into requisition. It required all 
twenty men could do to assist the boat 
over the bar, and had it not been for 
Mr. McLellan sprinning into the 
water to his middle to raise the rope 
over stones in tho way, wo doubt very 
much if our 20-man-powcr could have 
aided the steam-power over the place. 
For our own part we would prefer 
"sticking type," or even press work, to 
another rope-hauling, in fact we began to 
feel sorry we had learned the trade, 
but could not resist lending a hand. 
"Hell's gate" was passed without se- 
rious trouble. The next check to our 
navigation was a mile and a quarter 
below Yale, near the elbow at the Gor 
don ranch. After a number of trials 
to continue up stream to a harbor of 
safety, Capt. Odin was reluctantly com- 
pelled to land part of the passengers, 
who, including your correspondent, 
walked up to Yale. The captain having 
lightened his boat and perhaps thought 
he had put the Jonah ashore tried again 
to climb the riffle; however he swung 
out of the channel, and punched a 
couple of holes in the bottom of his 
'joat. The announcement caused a hasty 
rush down stream a short distance, and 
the bow of the boat was run up on a 
sand bank — an easy bed. The pas- 
sengers and' freight on board were for- 
warded in canoes to Yale. This ac- 
cident occurred Thursday evening, be- 
fore dark, and by next morning every- 
thing was safe in this place, including 
a ton woight of printing office. Every 
person on board had full confidence in 
Capt. Odin, his engineer and men; and 
also, great credit is due to Mr. Mc- 
Lellan of the Reliance, for tho vol- 
untary part he bore in the up-trip. 

We will have to reserve our impres- 
sions of the delightful scenery, the 
incidents of interest along the river, as 
well as a historical record of Yale, etc., 
for another occasion. Suffice it to say 
that expectations here run high as to 
the glorious future of this inland region, 
and from Mr. David Oppenheimer's 
return last evening from his visit to 
Ottawa, and the high opinion he ex- 
presses of Mr. Onderdonk as a thcr 
ough going business man causes confi- 
dence to strengthen as to tho good time 
coming. Old settlers and now alike 
have bright hopes for better days.

DELAYED DiSPATGHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, April 10. -— The 
storm which has prevailed throughout 
the state for several days has been the 
severest ever known on the line of the 
Central Pacific. Through the moun- 
tains the snowsheds are broken down 
between Emigrant Gap and Cisco. 
Yesterday's eastern bound express has 
got only as far as Alta. The Virginia 
lightning express is stopping at the 
same point, A snow plow train with 
eight engines which left Summit jump- 
ed tho track ami dashed through the 
snowsheds for a hundred feet. Tho 
west bound emigrant and freight trains 
due at Sacramento last night were 
stopped by slides two miles from any 
station, where they still remain. Every 
eflort is being made to clear the track. 

Something like a boom in real estate 
is manifesting itsolf in this city. 
Within tho last -IS hours a number of 
important transfers aggregating over 
a million dollars have been made, and 
more arc mentioned as about to be 
consummated. They include resi- 
dence, church and business property, 
and in a number of cases building on 
a largo scale will follow. Transfers 
and sales were effected at fair prices. 

San Francisco, April M, — At five 
minutes to one the heaviest shock of 
earthquake for past years was felt 
here. The emotion was vertical; No 
damage yet reported, although build- 
ings rocked so that the motion was 
plainly visible. The Nevada block ap- 
parently swayed a foot out of perpen- 
dicular. 

The Chronicle ratted its office this 
evening. All the old force quit except 
eight, who accepted the reduction. 
The exodus of the old hands bearing 
their personal belongings attracted a 
considerable crowd, and a good deal of 
hooting, etc., was indulged in, but 
nothing that could be considered a . dis- 
turbance.
